Dairymen are trying to hold out for a 
higher price for their milk than the dis.

-containers.) i 

Various methods are used in the pro- 
duction of milk for the manufactured 
market, but providing the minimum reg- 
ulations are complied with, no special 
care is necessary. 

Milk produced for the fluid market 
is a different matter. It must maintain 
an even flow year in and year out, 
which means that actually more cows 
must be kept milking during the winter 
months, when costs are higher and pro- 
duction lower than during the summer. 
Cleanliness must be at a maxitnum, bac- 
terial count at a minimum.

MERE PROPAGANDA 

_. Time and again, Washington has dis- 
missed Russian moves as “mere propaganda.” 
To many people at the UN, who are unable 
to watch day-by-day reactions of non-Westein 
representatives, this “mere propaganda” 
reaction has sounded as unrealistic as if the 
president of a cigaret company ‘were to dis 
miss his rival's sales. campaign as “mere 
advertising.” ‘ Americans perfected modern 
advertising techniques and they invented 
“P.R.” but they have been reluctant to use 
these techniques in international affairs as 
the New York Times commented: 

“The West, led by the U.S., has relied on 
the orthodox methods of diplomacy. The 
‘Russians have relied heavily on the weapon 
of ‘propaganda; their goal has been leverage 
against the West through. the support of 
world opinion for their moves on the

For President Eisenhower to dismiss the 
Russian nuclear tests. suspension as a 
“gimmick” sounds rather like the Liberals 
dismissing Mr, Diefembaker’s “mere oratory.” 
Both the Russiahs and Mr. Diefenbaker 
appeal with great effect to people's emotions. 
Both Mr. Pearson and Mr. Dulles attempted 
to counter these appeals by argument, and 
both have so far failed. 

U.S. editorial pages, show that Americans 
are puzzled and often resentful that “mere 
propaganda” should prevail over what they 
regard as reasoned argument. An Indian 
correspondent at the UN, however, had an 
astute remark the other day on this subject: 

“American advertisers long ago abandoned 
logic. They use motivation research and 
other_mystic rites to induce people to use 
money they don’t have to buy’ things they 
don't need. Americans shouldn't be surprised 
when Russians use the same approach.” He 
might have added that Americans at home 
sell cars with fins but abroad they try to sell 
policies with barnacles. 


FEARS EXPRESSED 

But a basic principle of the advertising 
business is that good advertising won't sell 
a tad product, Fears have been expressed 
that the United States, aware of its propa- 
ganda defeats, may overhaul its information 
program without overhauling the policies 
which lie behind it, as Harrison Salisbury 
said in the New York Times: 

“Today Moscow challenges. us effectively 
in propaganda, foreign relations and tech- 
nology. If tomorrow the threat spreads to 
economics, the peril will be grave indeed. 
The tie is clearly ripe, the administration's 
critics say, not for a superficial re-examina- 
tion of propaganda devices and gadgets but 
for a reappraisal of the policy which under- 
lies propaganda and from which propaganda 
flows. 

“It's being pointed out here that Indecision 
on policy has already robbed the West of 
the chance to accept the Russian offer, made 
jast fall, to suspend nuclear tests. The Rus- 
sians at that time offered to permit United 
Nations inspectors to be stationed in Russia 


to check Compliance. The West, led by the ~ 


“United States, counter-proposed a more 
complex packagé deal and the disarmement 
wrangle remained deadlocked. .Now the 
Russians have proceeded unilaterally and 
scored a public opinion triumph.”

‘HOLLYWOOD (UP) — A coroner's jury ruled today |
